A fierce looking young mylatto, with a face 
rendered terrific by forests of whiskers, mus- 
tachios, &e¢., epauletted and rigged out in 
threateniag nniform, led upon the platform a 
company of some ten brave soldiers, with dash- 
ing caps and wooden muskeis surmounted by 
tin bayonets; and performed some remarkable 
evolutions. It was a most laughable burlesque 
in all points, except that in their exercises, 
they showed more skill than militia usually do. 
After he had drilled them to the no small de- 
light of the aydience, he addressed them in the 
words of that celebrated militia offiger, whose 
speech is recorded in most of the newspapers, 
whose motto was, “United we fall, divided we 
stand.” The whole affair was inimitable.— 
Richer mimicry, we never witnessed, and so 
thought the audience, which for a few moments 
entirely lost the control of itself, so ludicrous 
was the exhjbition.

“A more flagrant outrage was perpetrated the 
other day in the House of Delegates of Mary- 
land, in a solemn proposition, having all the 
seeming sincerity of the resolutions of Mr. 
McConnell, made by Mr. Reeder, that the le- 
gislature pass a law enslaving all the free ne- 
grocs of the State, and then providing for the 
sale of them, the proeceds to be applied to the 
liquidation of the State debt. ‘Too monstrous 
for carnest, yet too solemn for a jest, the house 
seemed for a Moment paralysed; but promptly 
expressing a universal abhorrence of the pro- 
position, Mr. Reeder withdrew it! We do not 
know Mr, Reeder personally,nor have we known 
him heretofore by reputation, but he seems well 
disposed to acquire a world-wide distinction. 
It would be charitable to suppose the author of 
such a suggestion insane, or the mind which 
conceived it laboring under an exceedingly un- 
enviable obliquity of judgment. It"strikes us, 
that the introdyction qf such a resolution pre- 
supposes the right of the legislature to enslave 
every man, woman and child in the State, white 
or black, and if Mr. Reeder fancies himself in- 
veated with such authority, it is time he was 
undeceived, If ja an insult to the people of 
the State, if done jn jes} or earnest, for the au- 
thor of the proposition will search equally in 
vain for his power or right in the annals of 
Maryland——slave State though she be—to en-

slave the free black, as ihe white man.”—Bal- 
timore Sun. 

A man who abhors slavery on principle, has 
aright to denounce such a proposition; but the 
apologist of slavery ought to support it. On 
what ground does he excuse the evil? The eol- 
ored people are an inferior race—they cannot 
co-exist with the whites in the same country, 
as equals—they must be in subjection—but, it 
is best for all parties, seeing this is the case, 
that their subjection be that of slavery, for 
then they acquire a claim to be supported and 
protected by the superior race. This is the 
precise ground on whieh the apologist of sla- 
very, maintains the system—the ground pro- 
claimed as tenable by the Southern people ge- 
nerally, and their Northern friends. Hence, 
the continual assertion by them, that the free 
colored people are worse off than the slaves. 

Now, if they believe #hemselyes, so far from 
scouting the proposition of Mr. Reeder as inhn- 
man, they are boynd to advocate it, as not only 
humane, but politic—for it simply contem- 
plates the elevation of the whole mass of the 
colored population to the condition of the “het 
ter-off” slaves! '

The Skin, 

The London Lancet announces the publica- 
tion in England of a new, and most elaborate 
Treatise on the Skin, in its healthy and morbid 
states, by Dr. Erastus Wilson. We infer from 
the mere glances at it taken by the Lancet, 
that it is an invaluable work, the product of 
long continued observation, and laborious 
thought, and hope that it may soon be re-pub- 
lished this side of the Atlantic. 

Few persens are aware of thre importance of 
the cutaneons structure, and of the absolute 
necessity of maintaining it in a healthy condi- 
tion. Otherwise, it would not be so generally 
Bathing in this coun- 
try isa recreation indulged in during the warm 
aéason, but not a habit the year round. And 
yet the body requires cleanliness as much in 
winteras in summer. Habitual cold bathing 
in winter invigorates the system, equalizes the 
circulation, keeps the skin active, and enables 


it to resist with comparative impunity the evil 


influences of vivissitudes of weather. 

The following facts, gleaned from Dr. Wil- 
son’s treatise, will cause many to open their 
eyes with astonishment, and teach them why 
L is that so much suffering follows a check of 
perspiration, and how vital it is to preserve 
what the Doctors call the“tegumentary tissue,” 
ina state of cleanliness and vigorous action. 
The Doctor counted the perspiratory pores 
on the palm of the hand, and found 3,528 ina 
square inch. Each pore being the aperture to 
alittle tube a quarter of an inch long, it fol- 
lows that on a square inch on the palin of the 
hand there is a length of tube equal to 882 in- 
On the pulps of the fingers, 
the number of pores is still greater; on the

Twenty-eight miles of drain- 
age on one hody—twenty-cight miles of surface, 
exposed to morbid influences—twenty-eight 
miles of sympathetic pegument! is ipany won- | 
der that agents acting upon this twenty-eight 
miles of tube, should produce so decided im- 
pressions upon the whole man? Do not people 
see in this fact the immediate importance of 
removing obstructions, when by any means this 
drainage is stopped or checked? Need another 
word be said in behalf of daily cold bathing, 
and the strictest cleanliness? 
Think of it, ye thoughtless oncs—twenty- 
eight miles of drainage!

And 
though it may seem to be for the present inte- 
rest of the wealthy landholders and bankers to 
perpetuate the *peeyliar instiiyiion,' the poorer 
but not less independent descendants of Boone, 
have the right to discuss the matter, and get 
rid of it by legal measures as soon as they please; 
and I doubt not that in less than fifty years, 
it will be legally and constitutionally consum- 
muted.”

Loss of the Steamboat Windsor.—We copy 
the following from the St. Louis Reporter of 
January 14; 

“Intelligence was received yesterday that 
the Windsor, which left for New Orleans on

Cassius M, Clay—Great Anti-Slavery 

Meeting at Broadway Tabernacle. 

New York, Monday, 12th Dee., 1846. 

Dr, Bailey, Dear Sir:—It is said that although 
political revolutions often originate in great ci- 
ties, moral revolutions (better say perhaps reno- 
vations,) never commence there. If, however, 
al.thg elaveholdersin the land comtd hye Idok- 
ed last evening into the ‘l'abernacle,overflowin 
as it was, with congregated thousands. Ifthey 
could have heard the cheering of four thousand 
of the most intelligent citizens of this metropo- 
lis, as they saluted C, M. Clay on his entrance, 
or were cargied away with his eloquence, in 
setting forth the great foundation truths of all 
frec gavernment, and vindicating every man’s 
right to himself, his wife, his children, ‘his.Bi- 
ble, to the fruits of his own toil and the pursuit 
of happiness—if they had seen these things as 
suw them, they would=have felt that there 
yas yet a conscienceeven amongst selfish men of 
commerce, and thatsomething of a revolution 
had been wrought since the days of “abolition 
mobs.” 
Long before Mr. Clay began his address, eve- 
ry avenue was choked, and persons outside say 
thatethonsands went away.

very. Mr. Clay avowed himself the advocate 
of thetaghts of not merely three millions of 
shaves, but of eighteen millions who should be 
freemen, but whose rights were struck down in 
the person of the meanest slave, 
Mr. Clay's whole address, whieh extended to 
more than two-hours, was glowing with elo- 
quence and truth, and most enthusiastically, 
received. . Cassius M. Clay, as an able and fear- 
less advocate of great vit.l truths, and as one 
who has suffered for them, well deserves all the 
better than “golden opinions” he has won; but 
not better, not so well does he deserve them, us 
does James Gitiesere Binney, who came ‘out 
for truth in darker times, who has made great- 
er sacrifices, and who stands more fully onthe 
truth than does Mr. Cliy. But I will make no 
effort to depreciate either, where both have 
done so nauch for liberty—for humanity. 
There was a passage in Mr, Chiy’s address

Late and Important from Mexico, 
sy the schooner Joquina, from ‘Tampico on 
the Ist inst., the New Orleans Delta has intel- 
ligenee that Gen. Paredes had raised the stan- 
dard of revolution, and marched upon Mexico 
with 6000 men. ‘The Administration had no 
means of opposing his progress, and a speedy 
ehange in the Government was expected. ‘The 
pacific policy of Herrera towards the United 
States is reported to be the immediate cause of 
ihe revolution, Itis predicted that, if Paredes 
succeeded, the mission of Mr. Slidell will prove 
unsuccessful. ‘The Southern papers are already 
beginning to talk fiercely against Mexico.— 
Their tone contrasts wonderfully with the pa- 
cific out-breathings of the Southern represen- 
tatives in Congress towards England. 
There can be no doubt that the reception of 
our Minister is not exactly what was anticipat- 
éd. ‘The Administration, however, may be in- 
nocent, and the Government which is so for- 
bearing towards England, would do well to 
manifest the same forbearing temper towards a 
country so utterly distracted: by internal dis- 
sensions, as almost to be exempt from national 
responsibility. If Paredes succeed in over- 
throwing the Administration, it would be well 
before taking any decided measures, to see 
what would be his policy. We are inclined to 
think that he is making use of the pacific prof- 
fers of Herrera, simply as one weapon against 
him, and that, should he triamph, he will be 
apt to take a lesson from the policy of Mr. Polk, 
and find a kind of obligation in the course of 
the former administration to abate somewhat of 
the rightful claims of Mexico.

But, 
the truth is, the Future is wrapped in clouds.— 
Everything is uncertain, ‘There is nothing to 
allege against the probability of war, but the 
obligations of two such nations, growing out of 
their high civilization and strong mutual inte- 
rests, to preserve peace. But had the voice of 
true Self-Interest been always listened to, there 
never would have been any war. 

Meantime, some of the Democrats of the 
West are beginning to talk somewhat plainly 
to their brethren of the South, concerning their 
course on the question. The Ohio Statesman is 
quite satirical. It says :— 

“The South has not used us fairly in this 
business, and seems disposed to give it the go- 
by. It is true, some southern members have 
made excellent speeches in support of the Ame- 
rican right, as Messrs. Hilliard, Cobb and Hun- 
ter; but we see none of that ardor which was 
manifested when the question of annexing Tex- 
as was under dispute.

“This, is not 
very ‘chivalrous,’ to say the least of ft, and 
looks marvellously as if our ‘ardent’ brethren 


the hand which is to give the blow in a certain 
event, and the cost of repelling it, than they ad- 
mit to be the ease—as if they were more yan- 
kee than the yankees—as if they were disposed 
to reverse the Roman maxim, and to trample 
on the weak and truckle to the strong.

without any thing more than ‘mere apologies 
for men—beings a trifle above monkics in intel- 
leet, and superior to them only in their power 
to perpetuate mischief; and who could not 
conquer a village defended by men. Verily, 
the conduct of our ‘chivalrous’ friends, reminds 
us strongly of the exploits of that distinguished 
sporting character, Nathaniel! Winkle, Esquire, 
one of the traveling committee of the Pick- 
wick Club, who, in a mellay, stripped off his 
cout, and made serious demonstrations against 
asmall boy, but permitted himself to be led 
from the field by «stout man. ‘The snarling 
of the siarved Mexican wolf—too weak to even 
run from the hunters—eould not intimidate 
them, causing laughter only for the fechle mal- 
ice of its utterer; while the roar of the British 
lion has put their courage to flight, and sent 
them home, so that they may count the cost of 
lion-hunting, without being disturbed by such 
disagreeable sounds ringing in their ears. Per- 
haps if the lion would only roar gently,—like a 
sucking dove, as honest Bottom has it,—chiv- 
alry would put on again his martial air, and 
conclude to light, when no fighting would be 
necessary. We pray of chivalry, that he bea 
little more consistent, and remember that his 
ancestors were not wont thus to act, but to ac- 
complish great feats first, and count the cost 
afterwards.”

The ru- 
mors, however, which have been confidently 
circulated in the best informed quarters since 
Monday, and circumstances which have come 
to our knowledge since the return of the Minis- 
ters last night from Osborne House, leave 
searecly any reasonable doubt that the reviving 
repugnance of the Duke to the decision of his 
colleagues has rendered it necessary for them 
to tender their resignation to her Majesty. 

An unforescen difficulty of course there must 
1ave been somewhere. After so long and close 
a succession of councils, that difficulty could 
only arise from a struggle between the declared 
intentions of the ehief and the prejudice or 
pride of some of his collcagues. Were the 
Ministry certain of meeting Parliament as the 
servants of the Crown, it would have fixed the 
day, and ouv prodigtians would have “bcen ta 
the letter fulfilled. That is no longer possi- 
ble. Some minor changes, as we intimated at 
the first, there would undoubtedly have been, 
but it is to the graver difliculty that this new 
und unforeseen delay must be ascribed.— 
It is suid to have beenonly by the most unqual- 
ified expressions of opinion that the leaders of 
the Cabinet gained the unwilling compliance 
of the only considerable dissentient. There 
ean be no doubt that—what was all along to 
be apprehended—the representative-general of 
the Lords has since felt with returning anxiety 
the weieht of the numerous proxies not less 
rashly undertaken than rashly confided to his 
eare. ‘The head of an aristocracy demands, it 
may easily be imagined, a little more time to 
act if not to resolve. It is not, however, always 
vossible to adjust the interests of a Cabinet, 
much less those of « nation, to the convenience, 
the dignity, or the humor of an individual. 
An obstinacy which is assamed with a less se- 
rious intention, m y be maintained a day too 
long to the rain both of colleagucs and cause. 
Meantime, whatever may happen, whoever 
may be in next month, very few hours can pass 
without proving to the nation the substantial 
truth of our first momentous announcement— 
viz. that the leaders of the cabinet were re- 
solved upon proposing a total repeal of the corn 
laws. ‘They were resolved to the utmost of 
their power. ‘They were resolved to do this, or 
nothing—-to repeal the corn-laws or be no min- 
isters. 

If the duke sees peril in that measure, or feels 
reluctance to undertake it, he willlhave to real- 
ive the dangers and disagreeables on the other 
side of the scale—the dissolution of the con- 
scervative iinistry, and the interposition of a 
rival, and in some respeets a more suitable 
agency. He will be assured that his own punc- 
tillios, so far from impeding the measure, may 
perhaps only render it the first of a series still 
less to his taste and convenienee. Whatever 
amount of distrust he may feel in his present 
(if not by this time his late) colleagues, he will 
be only too sure of the statesmen and the poli- 
cy he will help to inaugurate in their stead. I 
he has not the heart to solicit the lords in be- 
half of his friends, he will, nevertheless, not es- 
cape the still more arduons task of conducting 
his little aristocratical troop against the close 
and serried phalanx of an unanimous people 
headed by inveterate foes. 

Most gratifying is the assurance which we 
are able to offer to our friends, that notwith- 
standing those difficulties which rendereda dis- 
solution of the cabinet unavoidable, there is not 
the slightest danger of any schism in the great 
conservative party, or of any desertion from it. 
The whole of the cabinet retires without a 
shade of personal hostility among its members, 
orany difference of sentiment upon the proper 
policy, cxeept upon the one question of a re- 

eal, or rather modifieation of the corn laws. 

Jpon this question, too, the difference is much 
less than has been supposed. 

It is, we believe, true that Sir Robert Peel 
has even insisted upon a considerable relaxa- 
tion of the laws in question, to beaccompanied, 
however, by a compensation to the agricultural 
interest—land owners, farmers fd farm labor- 
ers—not only adequate but ample. What this 
compensation is, weare notable to guess; the 
events, however, have proved that it was not 
considered sufficient by the whole cabinet; and 
we must at presentagree with the dissentients. 
Nevertheless, it is certain that Sir Robert Peel 
will support no measare of repeal upon any oth- 
er terms than those of what he considers an 
adequate compensation to the agriculturist; so 
that unless the new ministers proposed such an 
adequate compensation, they will find them- 
selves opposed by the conservative majority of 
more than one hundred, undiminished by a gin- 
gle unit, and reinforced, no doubt, by many 
honest Whigs like Mr. Cayley. «Even if they 
have recourse to a disso}ytion, they are. more 
likely to lose than to gain, byt they must gain 
more than fifty seats to replace themselves in 
thei: vlorious majority of one, and it is perfect- 
ly impossible that they ean gain the half of fif- 
ty» A gain of one hundred votes will be neces- 
sary to raise them to the position from which 
Sir Robert Peel’s government retires—so much 
for conservative prospects.

From the Ohi@ State Journal, Jan. 24, 
The Senate concurred yesterday in the 
amendments of the House, to the bill for rais- 
ing the salaries of Judges of the Supreme Court 
and President Judges of the Courts of Common 
Pleas. Under the provisions of the new law, 
Judges of the Supreme Court receive $1,300 per 
annum, and President Judges $1,000. This 
change should be a subject of general congrat- 
ulation. The salaries are still much below the 
average standard in other States, while the la- 
bor imposed is much greater. Had the law 
failed, the services of two of the best Judges of 
the State would have been lost to the public. 
The two Houses met in joint ballot this af-

Dear Sir:-—1 wish you to strike my 
name from your fist of subscribers, as the term 
for which I have paid expires with No. 486 
As | have been a subscriber since the first 
establishment of the Philanthropist, you may 
be desirous to know my reasous for discontin- 
uing your paper at this time. [ am therefore 
disposed to gratify that desire. 

The paper has changed its original charac- 
ter entircly, since the formation of the “Lib- 
erty party.”

In forming a system of short-hand, Mr. Pit- 
man’s great object was to combine the advan- 
tages of the utmost brevity to the hand, with 
entire legibility to the eye.

Upon the whole 
phgnography appears to be, what has lopg been 
deajred and hitherte sought for in vain—a sya- 
tem of sternography as jegible as long hand, 
and as rapid as speech, 

The science has made ynprecedented progress 
since it was first published tothe world in 1837. 
Large societies have been formed for investiga- 
ting and disseminating its principles. 1¢ js be- 
lieved that more than twenty thousand persons 
in England have learned to read apd write this 
system; and nearly a thousand have jojned the 
American Phonographic Society formed in 
April, 1845. Ina letter the writer received a 
few days sinee, from Andrews & Boyle, the pub- 
lishers of phonetic documents, in ton, it is 
stated, that “they are in daily receipt of letters 
from all parts of the Union, written either by 
enquirers, or those who have already acquired 
some knowledge of the art; and their sales have 
just doubled within the last three moyths.’ 

This science challenges the severest scruti- 
ny and only needs to be understood to be ap- 
preciated, and to prevail.

Frontier Lite—The Lost Chitd, 

We doubt whether, among the whole eata- 
logues of fictitious and mawkish tales—got up 
and paid for by the publishers to the hired con- 
tributors—can be found within the embossed 
und gilded covers of the numerous annuals 
which adorn the parlor tables of our fashiona- 
bles, a single fiction of such simple and thril- 
ling interest as the following account of the 
hunt for a “Lost Child,” by a correspondent of 
the St. Louis Weekly Gazette—in one of the 
Frontier settlements of the West:
